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SCHOOLROOM ROMANCE TOLD 


Illinois Is 
Unprepared 
For Attack 


Defense Chief 
Outlines Year 
Of Activity 


' 
CHICAGO, (AP)'—Illinois Is un- 


prepared to protect itself from air 
attack, Lenox R. Lohr, state civil 
defense chief, said yesterday in a 
report to Gov. Stevenson. 


Lohr's report outlined the pro- 


gress of the first year of civil 
defense efforts in Illinois. 


He said he felt like a fire 


I chief "without firemen, fire en- 
gines or even a foot of hose." 


Lohr said planning has laid a 


firm groundwork for effective de- 
fense but lack of money prevents 
making plans effective. 


Serious Danger 


Lohr said there is "the very 


serious danger that our Illinois 
public will be lulled into a false 
cense of security when all we have, 
In reality, is merely an adminis- 
H-trative and skeletonized body with 
little of the tools needed to make 
its program workable." 


Lohr estimated an additional 


$8,467,000 should be spent for fire 
equipment, ambulances, road-clear- 
ing machinery, 
mobile support 


units and special rescue appara- 
tus. He said the legislature's 
$109,000 a year appropriation per- 
mits only a headquarters organiza- 
tion which must rely upon charity 
to meet rent and call upon private 
Industry to loan competent ad- 
ministrators. 


Predict 150,000 Casualties 


Lohr said conservative estimates 


predict an A-bomb dropped on 
Chicago would cause 150,000 cas- 
ualties and make 600,000 persons 
homeless. 


Lohr said smaller cities, in event 


of a disaster, "Must supply man- 
. power and supplies to the. stricken 


take in thousands or • injured, 
homeless and evacuees. They must 
keep their highways open and their 
facilities safe against sabotage." 


Lohr said most planning pro- 


grams In Illinois have been com- 
pleted. 


Tells of Organization 


He said 316 air raid ground ob- 


server posts have been set up in 
Northern Illinois and a chain of 


I 484 posts is being organized in 
southern Illinois. He said 372 posts 
are needed in Northern Illinois 
and 23,000 volunteer observers 
would be needed to man all posts.

Citizens Protest 
of Polo Cops 


Council Hears 
Arguments and 
Does Nothing 


, It's 'Status Quo' 
In Stormy Ogle 
County Argument 


POLO—Local citizens filled 


the city council chambers to 
overflowing last night to pro- 
test the discharge of Police 
Officers Sam Geary and E. 
Pluribus Unum Powell. 


The council which had met 


in special session to hire an 
officer to replace Geary be- 
came swamped by charges 
and protests and ended its 
session by taking no action at 
all. 


Mayor R. O. Good and Cecil 


Hoyle, police commissioner, who 
backed the action asking that Pow- 
ell and Geary resign, became the 
defendants against charges of in- 
competence on the council rather 
than on the police force. 


Powell turned in his badge when 


informed that the board of alder- 
men had asked for his resignation. 
However, Geary has refused to 
resign. W. C. Albright, hired by 
the council as police officer, has 
had to share duties with Geary. 


Suggest* Pay Raise 


The meeting began with Hoyle 


suggesting that the council raise 
the pay of the night officer and 
pay him entirely from city funds. 
Geary was collecting $185 month- 
ly from the city and $150 a month 
from 
merchants for 
checking 


doors. 


It was explained by Mayor 


Good that Albright had not been 
hired as police chief butv as .a po- 
rice'" of fiber; only. City "Attorney 
George Rae read the statutes 
which provide that a police offi- 
cer can be appointed by the mayor 
and removed on a formal charge 
presented to the council between 
five and 10 days after the officer's 
removal. Rae suggested that nec- 
essary legal steps be taken to de- 
clare the office vacant and notify 
the officer of the grounds of dis- 
missal which must be approved by 
a majority of the aldermen. 


•I Want to Be Honest* 


Alderman Leslie Scott drew loud 


applause when he asked Mayor 
Good if Geary and Powell had 
been informed of their negligence. 
"Isn't it the right of a boss to 
talk to his men?" Scott asked. 
Scott said that he "didn't under- 
stand" the procedure taken in dis- 
charging the officers and, "I want 
to be honest with the people.' 


Mayor Good stated, "If an offi- 


cer reflises to go somewhere when 
he is called, I consider it neglect 
of duty." The mayor continued by 
explaining that delegations from 
the Woman's club, Lions club and 
Civic league had asked that the 
officers be removed.

King Continues to Gain After 
Restful Night, Medics Advise 


LONDON—(AP)—A medical bulletin from Buckingham Palace 


this morning said King George "continues to gain strength'* after a 
restful night. 


It was the fifth and most en- 


couraging report from the king's 
doctors since they performed a 
major operation on one of his 
lungs Sunday morning. 


The bulletin, signed by four 


doctors who spent the night at 
the palace and the surgeon who 
performed the operation, said: 


"After another restful night the 


king continues to gain strength." 


Reache* "Second Stage" 


The pain-wracked king reached 


the second stage today of 
his 


fight for life. 


While well-wishers prayed and 


hoped for him beyond Bucking- 
ham palace's walls, the haggard 
monarch fought his recovery bat- 
tle through the night watched on- 
ly by a few of the nurses and 
doctors who helped operate on his 
ailing lung Sunday. 


Medical circles believe dawn to- 


day marked the end of the first— 
and most crucial—post-operative 
phase. 


"There are hazards and anxie- 


ties still ahead," one doctor ob- 
served, "but they are not as great 
or as grave AA thos<> of the oper- 
ation itself and the (first) 48 
houn wtteb iavt now pasted," 


In the first crisis after the sur- 


geon's knife finishes its work, 
the- great danger is post-operative 
collapse. 


Fears Reduced 


Last night's bulletin No. 4—say- 


ing "The king has gained strength 
during the day"—reduced fears of 
such a collapse. 


But the 55-year-old king is not 


yet on the straight and smooth 
road. 
Medical experts claim the 


next danger period starts 
ap- 


proximately next Saturday and 
will last a day or two. 


At that period, the risk of late 


complications— especially 
Infec- 


tion and what is called "secon- 
dary hemorrhage" — will once 
again make the going critical for 
George. 


The guarded bulletins from the 


sickroom—they haven't yet indi- 
cated what disease 'attacked the 
monarch's lung—shed little light 
on his ailment. But their pro- 
gressively encouraging tone has 
cut down the fears of the British 
people.

How Story of 
Stanley and 
Joyce Made News 


AMBOY — (Special) — Amboy 


boomed into the nation's news 
spotlight today all because of a 
five-line notice of public hearing 
carried in the Amboy News last 
week. 


The notice, inserted by Stanley 


Gibson, discharged Amboy school 
teacher, simply told that the hear- 
ing would concern his dismissal. 
The hearing can. be granted under 
provisions of the teacher's tenure 
act, a recently enacted state law. 


A Dlxon "Evening Telegraph 


newsman spotted it, became cur- 
ious, and the story, dormant since 
last June, exploded into the na- 
tion's' press. 


Reporters from four Chicago 


dailies, three press services and 
other newsmen and photographers 
converged on Amboy last night. 
Thus the story—with a love angle 
—of Stanley and Joyce, became 
news throughout the nation. 


Inquest Jury 
Says Slaying 
'Manslaughter' 
Moretti, Who Shot, 
Killed 2, Placed 
In Police Custody 
CHICAGO—(AP)—A blue 


ribbon coroner's jury early to- 
day returned a verdict of 
manslaughter into the deaths 
of two Weit Side,youths who 
were slain 'by Policeman; Mi- 
cha«l Moretti. 
Moretti, a policeman as- 


signed to the state'* attor- 
ney'8 office but suspended 
since the shootings on Aug. 
24, claimed self defense in 
killing' the youths.' He was 
held in .Jail at Central police 
station overnight and was to 
be turned over to the aheriff» 
office later-today. 
The alaying «f the two youths 


and the wounding of a third touch-' 
ed off a etvic uproar after 'the 
August grand jury decided by one 
vote not to indict the 31-year-old 
policeman. 


New Grand Jury 


However, the case Is to be pre- 


sented to a new grand jury, with 
two special prosecutors to be in 
charge. The blue ribbon Coroner's 
jury was named after the grand 
jury'* action and 44 witnesses tes- 
tified in one of Chicago's most 
sensational inquests. 
Hearings 


were held for seven days before 
standing-room crowds in the city 
hall council chambers. 


Moretti Last WltneM 


Moretti was the last witness, 


testifying for more than three 
hours before the jury retired late 
yesterday. 
The eigh jurors delib- 


erated more than nine hours be- 
fore returning their verdict. 


The Inquest was into the deaths 


of Eddie Salvl, 21, and Arthur Ga- 
mino, 15. 
Leonard Monaco, 21, 


who waa wounded by Moretti, had 
testified that the policeman shot 
and killed the other two youths as 
they sat unarmed in an automo- 
bile. 


The shooting occurred in a va- 


cant lot in Blue Island avenue and 
Paulina street where the three 
youths had found Moretti's gun. 
Moretti had been beaten in a tav- 
ern earlier and his revolver taken 
from him and discarded in the va- 
cant lot. 


Moretti testified he was work- 


ing on a narcotics investigation 
when he was assaulted. He said 
he saw the three youths in the va- 
cant lot and they ran to an auto- 
mobile, refusing to heed his warn- 
ings to.halt. When he came up 
beside the car, he eaid, they fired 
at him and he shot them.

On that 
charge, the board is basing 'its 
case in dismissing the handsome 
instructor. 


He related how Miss Underhlla 


became the "private" pupil of Gib- 
son. how she had schedule diffi- 
culties and that Gibson's "free" 
period coincided with Miss Under- 
hlle's. Through an arrangement 
with James Domlnetta. then build- 
ing principal, Gibson was assigned 
to instruct Miss Underhile. She 
emerged as an "A" pupil in hla 
class and, in fact, from all her 
studies.

The poultry magazines and the 


farm magazines have carried a lot 
of stories about large scale pro- 
duction of chickens. But in its

which is a busiessman's magazine 
—carried a 7 page story headed: 
"Science 
Rules 
the 
Roost 
of 


Booming Poultry Farms." The 
story begins "The Chicken for 
the first time has attained dig- 


' nified stature in the U.S. economy. 


And it would be unjust to the 
chicken to say Uiat the rising cost 
of beef was the only reason for it. 


"True, the housewife can feed a 


lot more people-per-dOllar with 
chicken'than she can with steak. 
. . . 'but there is a more important 
reason for the popularity, of poul-

try: Today's chicken is a vastly 
improved bird . • • poultryinen are 
now turning out better models reg- 
ularly, the way General Motors 
docs." 


Some of the figures they give 


are extremely interesting: 


Since the start of 1947, beef and 


veal prices have risen 62 per cent, 
chicken olny five per cent. 


In 1943 poultry, measured by its 


gross income for farmers, was an 
$lS.7-million business; today the 
figure is $517-million. 


Since 1941, the average Ameri- 


can consumption of chicken meat 
has jumped from 24 pounds a year 
to 32 pounds. That means an esti- 
mated boost of 1.5-billion pounds 
in total annual consumption. 
. They point out that "The chick- 
en business isn't just getting big- 
ger. It is getting more efficient. 
. . . raising them for meat is no 
longer just a side-line of the egg 
business; it's a full fledged ag-

Even In the Middle-West we 


are beginning to see more largs 
scale poultry operations. But here's 
an interesting1 thing: A few weeks 
ago I was talking with a young 
man in Illinois who is growing 
40,000 chickens. 


He has been trying to interest 


others in his area in growing 
chickens. "But I am just about 
through trying to talk farmers in- 
to it," he said. "I have more luck 
interesting city people. And they 
do a better job of growing them." 


"Why is that?" I asked him. 
"Because they don't know any- 


thing about it—and they'll do 
exactly what they are told! 


"The fanners have all raised 


chickens-—and they /igure they 
know all about it. What they don't 
realize is that growing 10,000 or 
20,000 birds at a time is an en- 
tirely different proposition from 
rasing two or three hundred. You 
can't just let them grow. You've 
got to raise them!"

Illinois alone, was: What is th 
carry-over effect of phosphorus al 
ready applied to the soil ?

plants take more phosphorus from 
the fertilizer.

followed through the plant or ani- 
mal, and the amount of radioac- 
tivity in various tissues can be 
measured at any time. Radioac- 
tivity "tracers" provide a more 
exact way of telling what plants 
and animals do with nutrients. 


In the USDA test, 47 per cent 


superphosphate was applied to 
Clinton oats at rates of 0, 20, 40 
and 80 pounds an acre at test fields 
near Joliet and Dixon. Only the 
40-pound rate was radioactive. 


A sample of oats was taken dur- 


ing the growing season and tested 
for radioactivity. From this meas- 
urement and some complicated 
figuring, it was possible to learn 
how much phosphorus in-the plant 
actually came from the radioactive 
fertilizer. 


Tested Near Dixon 


In vthe Illinois test, radioactive 


phosphorus was applied on test 
fields at Joliet, Dixon and Raleigh. 
Several years before, these fields 
had already 
received 
different 


treatments of ordinary rock and 
superphosphate. 
Thus the carry- 


over effects of these old phos- 
phorus carriers could be compared. 


A special hand seeder was used 


to apply the radioactive phos- 
phorus. 
Workers wore 
rubber 


gloves and carried a Geigcr coun- 
ter to guard against an overdose 
of radioactivity.

NEW YORK— (AP) —Everyone 


—the housewife as well as the 
army, the butcher as well as the 
packer—is getting steamed up 
about the meat price and supply 
situation. 


Black 
markets, above-ceiling 


prices, and inferior quality plague 
the industry as well as the con- 
sumer. Chain store executives say 
rfhey may not be able to supply 
*icat to their customers much 
longer. 
A group of New York 


butchers threaten to close 3,400 
shops in protest to what they call 
a fast-spreading black market. 


Blame Present Controls 


Many in the meat industry say 


that controls can never work as 
long as they are not placed at the 
production level—and this, the 
farmer says, would be unfair and 
Jould cut off production incentive. 


The packers say they buy all 


the beef they can under the OPS 
pricing rules. These rules permit 
the cattle grower or feeder to sell 
the animal at any price he can get. 
The packer can pay as high a 
price as he cares to on any one 
animal. But his purchases for any 
one month must average out at a 
secific ceiling for 
the various 


crades of beef. 


Packers complain that this puts 


them in the guessing business. 
Even the best of them can't al- 
ways be sure that an animal they 
buy alive will turn out to have a 
certain quality of beef after it's 
butchered. 
' 


See New Ceilings 


To get around this, there is some 


talk that Washington may scrap 
the present system and go in for a 
Ciark-up ceiling—that is, allow the 
packer to buy animals for what 
they bring in the stockyards and 
then add his usual profit margin 
when he sells to the distributors. 


Why are livestock prices going 


up at a time when the cattle 
population is at or near record 
heights? Packers say that some 
cattlcgrowers and feeders are hold- 
ing back cattle in anticipation of 
t>breakdown in price controls. 


The army got into the mess last 


week when it sought to buy 13 
million pounds of beef for Novem- 
ber and got bids for only 300.000 
pounds. Most packers said they 
couldn't find beef at ceiling prices. 
The army threatens to buy out- 
side the United States but the 
meat industry here doubts if it can 
find much quality beef abroad.

-Growing Pains' Could Be 
Signs of Rheumatic Fever 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN. M. U. 


Perhaps it would be safe to other signs of damaged heaJth 
say that rheumatic fever is child- 
«*magca neann, 


hood's worst enemy. Anyway it 
is a bad one, and in this connec- 
tion the question crops up quite 
often of the relationship of grow- 
ing pains to rheumatic fever. 


For example, Mrs. R. O. asks: 


"Could my young son, who is six 
years old, be developing rheuma- 
tic fever? He is subject to spas- 
modic fevers that run over 100 
degrees and complains that he 
has pains in his legs which we 
have taken for granted were grow- 
ing 
pains. 
Latt-ly 
after 
any 


strenuous play he gets a sharp 
pain in his heart." 


This child certainly has suspi- 


cious symptoms and 
should be 


seen at once by the doctor. The 
thing about the letter which is 
particularly 
worrisome 
Is 
the 


mother's statement that since she 
assumed the pains were "growing 
pains," there was nothing to be 
concerned about. Mrs. O. is not 
alone in this opinion, and indeed 
medical authorities are somewhat 
divided on the subject. 


However, even if they -are usu- 


ally insignificant as a 
sign of 


some serious condition, they are 
sometimes a sort of mild evidence 
of rheumatic fever. At any rate, 
signs of rheumatic heart disease 
have been found in those who have 
never had any more symptoms 
than vague pains of this aort. 


When associated with fever or 


growing pains should be taken 
seriously and a careful examina- 
tion including the heart is in or- 
der. 
Apparently, 
however, 
a 


definite connection is the excep- 
tion rather, than the rule. 


PAINS SHOULD DISAPPEAR 


Youngsters do seem to have pe- 


culiar sensations "in their 
legs 


when they are growing rapidly 
that don't represent any true ill- 
ness and require no special treat- 
ment. 
These 
pains, 
however, 


should not got worse and should 
start to disappear as time goes 
on. 


Parents really have the first 


responsibility for their children. 
Ii the 
youngsters 
complain of 


growing pains, the parents should 
watch 
carefully, 
but 
without 


alarm for any other abnormali- 
ties such as low fever. If they 
are doubtful about the serious- 
ness, they can shelve the respon- 
sibility by getting the doctor's 
opinion. 
While it is unfortunate 


to miss anything serious, it is well 
to remember that growing pains 
do not usually bring any unfor- 
tunate consequences.

Lawyers' Guild, which has been characterized by the attorney-gen- 
eral as a Communist front and by J. Edgar Hoover, of the FBI, as 
a sounding board for the Communist party.

came out in 1947 it was given 
gala window display in the off 
cial Communist book store in Ne 
York. It should be kept in min 
that this report is the basis of th 
political revolt of Senator Harr 
'. Byrd and the other distin 
uished southern Democrats wh

Q—At the 


Warned Again 


Gibson's reply was given to the

Recess Called 


The hearing was recessed so 


that Helen Heckman, the court 
reporter, could get a respite from 
her chore of taking shorthand 
notes of the testimony. 


When Supt. Fegley returned to 


the stand, he told of the circum- 
stances which threw Miss Under- 
hile into a class-of-one with Gib- 
son. 


He said that the special Eng- 


lish IV instruction was arranged 
for Miss Underline since her agri- 
culture classes (she is a 4-H club 
member with a cattle-raising proj- 
ect) prevented her from being as- 
signed to the regular English IV 
class. 


Since Gibson had a free period 


which coincided with Miss Under- 
hile's, Principal James Dominet- 
ta arranged for the special in- 
struction. 
* 


Now Teaches Shop 


Supt. Fegley said he had little 


opportunity to observe Gibson's 
work in the class and that the 
Dominetta arrangement had been 
made without the knowledge of 
the board of education. Dominet- 
ta is now in the teacher ranks, an 
instructor in shop classes, Fegley 
told the hearing. 


In the matter of Gibson's ability 


ot maintain discipline, Supt. Feg- 
ley said that he did believe after 
Gibson's association with Miss Un- 
derhile, did he observe any appar- 
ent change in his ability to handle 
a class. 


Joyce to Stand 


Miss Undcrhile was next to the 


stand. She smiled to the crowd, 
blushed and hung her head a lit- 
tle when she was asked questions 
regarding her scholastic achieve- 
ments in high school and college. 


The fact that she was among 


39 of 2,400 frcsmen at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois passing rhetoric 
entrance exams and thus being 
exempted from taking first year 
rhetoric, was stricken from the 
records as being immaterial. 


She remained on the stand only 


briefly to be followed by Roland 
Full, a classmate of Miss Under- 
hile's, and an ex-pupil of Gibson's. 


Testimony Killed 


His testimony concerning his 


opinion of "student morale" and 
discipline was buried in a flurry 
of objections, mainly from Board 
President Kehoe who questioned 
his competency to give opinions 
on such matters. 


It was then decided to adjourn, 


but again an argument arose with 
spectators cat-calling the sugges- 
tion of the plaintiff's lawyers for 
a morning meeting. It was the 
desire of Atty. Gunner to hold an- 
other evening session. 


HeT~ finally was overruled and 


the meeting was set for 10 a. m. 
Wednesday in a room to be desig- 
nated by the board. 


Undaunted by Good's sugges-

URBANA—If you'ie building a 


new coin cub this fall, you're 
likely to want a concrete floor. 
But to give the best set vice it 
should be put in i ight. 


Keith Hmchchff, faun buildings 


.specialist in the Illinois college 
of agiicultuip, says conciete 1 loots 
aie duiable and nitproof, and they 
can be dry when propeily built. 


Hmchchff says conciete docs 


not "draw" water. But to seive 
well as a cub floor, concrete 
should be laid ovei a water-pi oof- 
ing layer. Smooth roll roofirg 
makes a good moisture-pioof lay- 
er. 


It is also usually desirable to 


have the floor at least 12 inches 
above giound level. This makes it 
easier to remove grain and keeps 
the giain above th'e level of sur- 
face water. So you need a fill un- 
der the slab Compacted earth will 
do. but gravel is better. 


If gravel is used, spread a coat 


of mortar o\er it and let it set 
befoie laying the strip of loofing 
paper between the fill and con- 
ciete floor. This will prevent the 


lough gravel from puncturing the 
roofing. Crib floors built without 
a moisture hairier may need to 
be covcicd with loll roofing and 
one-inch boards to be safe.
